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14 Kerb 
crawlers 
are fined

FOURTEEN men have been fined after 
pleading guilty to kerb crawling in 
Plumstead High Street. 

The swoop - called Operation Blur 
and supported by Greenwich Council - 
came after a public meeting with police 
where residents voiced their concerns, 
prompting a week-long stakeout of the 
area. 

A total of 18 men were arrested and 
appeared before Woolwich magistrates 
last Thursday (March 31). The 
operation was part of a wider campaign 
involving the police and the council 
working together to combat anti-social 
behaviour, prostitution and littering. 

Cllr Maureen O’ Mara, the council’s 
cabinet member for community safety 
and environment, said: “Men who prey 
on mostly vulnerable women in this 
way, have no place in our communities. 
The council fully supports our police to 
identify and prosecute these men, who 
through their selfish actions perpetuate 
a life of lost potential and often misery 
for the women they pay for sex.” 

Andrew Johnstone, Safer 
Neighbourhoods Chief Inspector said: 
“The kerb crawling activities in and 
around Plumstead High Street have 
severely affected residents in the area. 

It is unacceptable to have to live with 
this kind of anti-social behaviour right 
on their doorstep. We have invested a 
significant amount of resources to tackle 
this issue and will continue to liaise with

U marvels! 

Nursery school's helping hand to African pupils

A CHARLTON nursery 
school’s face-to-face link- 
up with Uganda is all 
set to grow this Easter. 

For the second year running, 
Pound Park headteacher 
Sheena Gilby and her deputy 
Lynn Hand are funding 
themselves to spend two 
weeks working with teachers 
and children in the country 
known as ‘The Pearl of Africa’. 

It all started when Sheena 
met someone from the charity 
Red Earth Education. It 
works in the rural district 
of the East African country, 
where primary education 
has been free since 1997. 

Now, after a general fact- 
finding fortnight last year, 
the pair are planning to 
return in a group of 10, 
including some dance, drama 
and reading specialists, to 
link up directly with Isagara 
Nursery in Masindi Town, 
and then to work with other 
nursery teachers in the 
area to develop new ideas. 

All this year, the 
111-pupil Pound Park Nursery, 
its staff and parents have 
taken Isagara to its heart. 

They set themselves a target 
of £1,500 to mend the roof, 
walls and floor of the African 
nursery school. They put up 
a fund-raising thermometer 


and organised cake sales and 
a sponsored obstacle course. 

Lynn told GT: “We’ve now 
reached around £2,500 which 
means we can do even more, 
and Sheena and I are planning 
to do one of the charity’s 
organised sponsored bicycle- 
rides too when we get back. 
Red Earth Education are 
planning to build a teachers 
centre and model nursery 
class in Masindi which we 
hope to be involved in too.” 

Red Earth Education believes 
in utilising Uganda’s natural 
resources, so the group 
will work with older pupils 


at Isagara to weave straw 
matting for the new floor. 

Lynn said: “They also make 
the most wonderful musical 
instruments using things 
like seed-pods and recyclable 
plastic bottles, as well as dolls 
from banana fibre with which 
they can play. Their footballs 
are also made of banana fibre. 

“Sugar cane sacks are also 
readily available for drawing 
on with marker pens.” 

Sheena and Lynn plan, 
however, to take copies of 
the popular children’s book 
‘Handa’s Surprise’ with 
them as they did last year. 
“The story and the pictures 
in it are just like their 
African village,” said Lynn. 

She adds that teaching 
methods out there are very 
disciplined, “very much chalk 
and talk” - and the group is 
hoping to offer some new 
ideas of teaching, so the 
younger African children can 
learn more through practical 
challenges and exploring 
subjects for themselves. 


Last year, the pair 
brought songs they had 
learned back to Pound Park 
pupils, as well as colourful 
materials for covering the 
nursery’s display tables 
and outfits for the children. 

Lynn added: “Another thing 
we’ve realised from this link 
is how much waste we all 
have. We’ve been looking 
at recycling - and how to 
utilise more natural things.” 

Sheena and Lynn are hoping 
their trip will be smoother 
than last year’s when their 
return was delayed by 
the Icelandic ash storm. 

Lynn said: “Resourceful 
teachers and Pound Park 
pupils immediately started a 
project on volcanos. We found 
them planning escape routes 
and ways we could get home, 
and they made a volcano 
for us and got it to explode 
with soda and vinegar!”

officers and PCSOs that 
have been trained to deal 
with issues around dog 
fouling and dogs off the 
lead as part of their duties. 
Therefore Dog Control 
Orders (DCOs) represent 
no additional cost to the 
council. Dangerous dogs 
and their owners are 
investigated by the police 
as this is a criminal matter. 


In the past year there has 
been a number of joint 
targeted enforcement 
events at estates, parks 
and shopping areas. The 
number of fines issued 
has been relatively 
low because most dog 
owners are aware of their 
responsibility under Dog 
Control Orders or comply 
with the rules when 
challenged by officers.

Kerb crawling 
will remain a priority for 
the local policing team.” 

The successful crackdown has left 
residents both delighted and grateful. 

One, who asked to remain anonymous, 
said: “The anti-social and criminal 
activities of the prostitutes and kerb- 
crawlers are openly and clearly visible 
24 hours a day, seven days a week, and 
are a blight on all of our lives. We have to 
clean up the debris and detritus from the 
sexual encounters that are blown into our 
gardens and along our streets. 

“As a community we are not prepared to 
let this continue, and we will work closely 
with the local Metropolitan Police and 
Safer Neighbourhoods Team to eradicate 
it.”

YOU can find out about life 
in the Territorial Army 
(TA) at an open evening to- 
morrow (Wednesday, April 
6) at the TA Centre in Hol- 
lyhedge House, Wat Tyler 
Road, Blackheath, begin- 
ning at 7pm. 

Officers and soldiers from the 
London Regiment, the capi- 
tal’s volunteer Infantry Battal- 
ion, will be on hand to explain 
the different challenges and 
adventures that can be had in 
the TA as well as its important 
role in the British Army. 

This includes military train- 
ing, operational capacities, ad- 
venture training, ceremonial 
and social events and the role 
of the local TA infantry unit. 

The London Regiment is cur- 
rently recruiting for soldiers 
to join its ranks. Commanding 
Officer, Lieutenant Colonel 
Marc Overton, said: “Training 


a TA soldier typically takes up 
to 12 months but this can be 
fast-tracked if the individual 
can be flexible with their time 
commitment.” 

The TA is an essential part of 
the British Army which trains 
and pays people from all walks 
of life to be soldiers and offic- 
ers in their spare time. 

They work alongside the reg- 
ular forces on exercise and on 
operations. There are current- 
ly 4,500 TA soldiers in London, 
of which about 200 are mobi- 
lised at any one time. 

The TA typically makes up 
about eight per cent of de- 
ployed forces in Afghanistan 
and since 2004 more than 400 
soldiers from the London Regi- 
ment have deployed on opera- 
tions to Iraq and Afghanistan.

Roadshow teaches pupils about Jewish communities

AN estimated 1,000 schoolchildren 
visited a special exhibition 
portraying the Jewish Way of Life 
by the time it closed at the end of 
last week. 


The “hands-on” touring show, put 
together by Hannah Ashley, the 
Education Officer for the Jewish Board 
of Deputies of Great Britain, has been at 
Greenwich Heritage Centre on the Royal 
Arsenal, Woolwich. 

School parties of all ages were invited to 
attend free 90-minute sessions, hosted by 
Frances Ward from the centre, alongside 
volunteers from the local Jewish 
community. 

GT went along with a group of almost 
60 Year 3 pupils from Foxfield Primary 
School in Sandbach Place, Woolwich. 

Matthew de Lange, a local volunteer 
from the Jewish community, helped to 
explain the artefacts and 
the customs. 

Each pupil was 
encouraged to handle 
all the items on display, 
including scrolls and 
garments and other items 
from the synagogue. 

They were also given a 
worksheet of questions 
to answer, as well as a 
word-search to complete. 

They used stencils to 
re-create their names 
in Hebrew, a language 
which doesn’t use any 
consonants, and which 
also doesn’t have a “ J” in 
its alphabet. 

Foxfield teacher Dee Humphrey, the 
Lower Key Stage 2 Leader, said: “We have 
been studying Judaism this term, so this 
ties in very well.”

Working Tax Credit 
for older workers 


WORKING Tax Credit (WTC) 
provides extra financial help 
for people in work. 

You can claim if you are 
employed or self-employed. 

Families with children and 
some people who have a 
disability or health problem 
can get WTC if they are 
working for at least 16 hours 
a week. But people in other 
situations must be aged 25 or 
over and working for at least 
30 hours a week (including 
older workers). 

However, from tomorrow 
(April 6) people aged 60 or 
over will also be able to claim 
WTC if they are working for 
at least 16 hours providing 
they meet the other 
conditions. How much WTC 
you get depends on your 
yearly taxable income. 


If you already get Housing

Benefit, remember to tell

THE O 2 is now worth a staggering

P ARENTS are being 

encouraged to start their 
own businesses on special 
courses after school drop 
off in the mornings. 

They’re also getting the chance to 
learn new skills as part of the free 
training and advice on offer as part of 
the School Gates Enterprise project. 
The Greenwich Council-backed 
scheme is already proving a big hit 
with mums and dads, who have been 
setting up their own businesses to run 
in their free time. 

The project is called School Gates 
Enterprise, because that is where 
parents are recruited to join the 
scheme. The council’s Business 
Support Service, together with 
Greenwich Local Labour and Business 
(GLLaB), which offers jobs and 
training to local people; business 
support agency South East Enterprise 
(SEE) and Jobcentre Plus are 
delivering the project from eight 
schools across the borough. The 
package of support includes help 
with CVs and job applications, skills 
development and training, and 
enterprise advice and coaching. 
Mum-of-two Ingrid Uche has already 
benefitted from the project and has 
started her own business. 

The mum of six-year-old twins, from 
Thamesmead, heard about the project 
while dropping them off at South Rise 
Primary School in Plumstead. 

“I went on the School Gates training 
course that was held at the school 
over two half-days,” she said. “It was 
very, very useful for me, particularly 
the information about marketing 
and finance, such as the profit and 
loss account. It gave me a very good 
insight into what I needed to do.” 
Ingrid set up a business called Zoe 
Cosmetics, and produces hand-made 
soaps from home, using natural 
ingredients. “It’s going very well, and 
I’m now looking to expand by making 
other skincare products,” she said. 
Meanwhile, Marianne Ali from 
Woolwich is about to start her own 
business as a result of going on the 
School Gates Enterprise course. She 
said: “It was absolutely fantastic. 
Apart from the two half-day sessions I 
also had one-to-one sessions with the 
organisers who gave me all sorts of 
advice. It was all so encouraging and 
informative, and we were all given 
very useful information guides to help

us start and run a business.” 

Marianne, who has a daughter of 10 
and a son of eight, is now working on 
launching a business from home to 
design children’s games that are both 
educational as well as fun. 

Brice Gasso from Woolwich is also 
a mum-of-two, with a daughter of 11 
and a son of five. She is now all set 
to launch her own life coaching and 
image consultancy as a result of going 
on the course. 

“I really liked it because it gave me 
lots of information that was very 
easy to understand and not at all 
daunting,” she said. “If you have an 
idea or think you have a particular 
talent, the course leaders are very 
good at recognising it and talking to 
you about your vision of what you 
want to do.” 

Around 30 parents who joined the 
School Gates Enterprise project 
graduated from the course last 
month. A special ceremony was held 
at Charlton House where they were 
presented with their graduation 
certificates. 

Making the presentation was Cllr 
Denise Hyland, a former teacher and 
Greenwich Council’s cabinet member 
for regeneration, enterprise and skills. 
She said: “This is an innovative 
scheme from a simple idea which has 
shown real results. We know how 
hard it can be for parents balancing 
work with family and this has shown 
really effective ways of combining the 
two. The project has directly helped 
Greenwich parents who’ve been out 
of work by improving their skills and 
in some cases, turning a pastime into 
a real business venture. It’s been a 
pleasure to see the parents graduate 
and I congratulate them on their 
success”

For properties advertised for band A and band B - 

the applicant who has had this priority status for the longest time. 

For properties advertised for band C applicants - 

the applicant who has been registered on the Council’s list for the 

longest time. 


Band 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including people 
moving due to demolition and those underoccupying 
their homes. 

is for applicants the council must prioritise according to 
the law, particularly homeless people, and others with an 
urgent need to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, including those 
that are in priority bands A and B.

been a Barnfield resident since 1978. 
Doris, a former PE instructor, who has 
also trained in classical Indian dance, is 
currently helping to show some of her 
young neighbours some “moves” ! 

The grandmother told us: “When I first 
lived here, it was very hard to get any 
‘community spirit’. Now that spirit is 
just unbelievable, and there are so many 
activities going on. I’m here to stay!” 
Rahman Famuditimi, who studied 
sociology at university in Africa, has 
been chairman of the two-year-old 
“Friends of Barnfield” Residents’ 
Association since last November. 

The young father, whose son is aged 
two, was one of the judges for the talent 
show at the latest community “feast”. 

He told us: “This all started when 
development workers starting knocking 
on doors saying ‘This estate belongs to 
you’.” 

So Rahman has been a Well London 
volunteer for 18 months now. He said: 
“No-one believed that anything good 
could come out of Barnfield Estate. Now 
there’s an awareness from people all 
around that something’ really going on.” 
Kevin Sheridan, the Director of 






Community Engagement at the 
University of East London, told GT: 

“The impression we’d been given by 
everybody was that Barnfield Estate 
was a bit ‘challenging’. It seemed a 
fragmented community. There was no 
residents’ association, and there was 
lots of anti-social behaviour. We started 
asking people about their health and 
they spoke of how it was affected by this 
seeming ‘lack of community.’ 

“They wanted to engage the young 
people and build pride in the place.” 
Bridget Imeson, the Associate Director 
of Public Health for NHS Greenwich, 
added: “The project has done a really 
good job in getting people together. I 
think that’s because there has been lots 
of different people working together - 
some within Greenwich, some outside 
- all focusing on what the community 
needs, but tackling it very much ‘from 
the bottom up’, getting the people who 
live here to take the lead.”

A COMPLETELY new approach to nurturing neighbourliness 
has worked its magic on a sprawling Greenwich estate. A 
scheme called ‘Well London’ has been working in 20 boroughs 
across the capital to improve health and well-being and it 
chose the Barnfield in Woolwich to focus on three years 
ago. Since then they’ve spent £100,000 of Big Lottery money 
each year on a unique form of community development. Now 
Barnfield and the adjacent Woolwich Common estate are in 
line for a further £1 million from a new Big Lottery fund - 
called Big Local - so that they can continue with the magic 
makeover from next January. Residents on the Barnfield were 
celebrating earlier this month with another of their special 
community days which included a feast of fun and information 
and PAT GREENWOOD was there... 


M Y life has changed says mum 
of two Elea Fernandes. 

The former bank employee in 
Goa, India, moved on to the 
Barnfield Estate just over two years 
ago. She’d be the first to agree that 
it was difficult to settle in to a new 
community. But Elea took the brave step 
of volunteering for a new community 
development group designed to improve 
the health and well-being of residents 
on the Woolwich estate - and she hasn’t 
looked back since. 

Now the mum of two grown-up 
daughters, who had already completed 
the “Personal Best” volunteers’ 
course offered by London’s five 
Olympic boroughs, has also gained the 
qualifications to be a health-trainer. She 
is part of a team promoting both healthy 
eating and the stop-smoking campaign 
this Spring. 

She said: “This all started in December, 
2009, when I started volunteering for 
‘Well London’.” 

She told us: “My life has changed. I 
gained a lot of confidence and was able 
to access other resources to support my 
development.” 

Community developers from the 
University of East London linked 
up with NHS Greenwich and the 
environmental charity, Groundwork, to 
get the ball rolling three years ago. 


They contacted 
residents and 
recruited volunteers 
from the estate to 
join a Well London 
delivery team. 

The idea was to 
bring communities 
together and 
sift out ideas 
for projects and 
events that would 
help to improve 
their health and 
well-being. It all 
centred around a 
series of Barnfield “feasts” of fun and 
information, which has enabled the 
community to come together to celebrate 
and to connect with one another. 

NHS Greenwich got involved in training 
numbers of residents on the estate to 
spread the word about health and fitness 
and Elea got involved. 

The big open space in the middle of 
the flats has been a major focal point 
throughout. Now work is about to begin 
to transform that green-space into a play 
and social area by the end of July with 
the help of Groundwork. 

A gardening group called the Buds 
of Barnfield has plans to develop a 
vegetable garden, complete with fruit 
trees. Groundwork, Avant Gardening 
and Growing Greenwich have been 
working with the community to make 
raised beds for the veg-patch. 

Young people of all ages have been 
involved from the start and BTEC 
Performing Arts students from nearby 
Plumstead Manor School and their 
friends have clinched the increasing 
involvement of the young people on the 
estate by putting on a talent show at 
the “feasts”. During last month’s feast 
young people of all ages entertained the 
crowds all afternoon. 

One of the entertainers, Emeka 
Molokwu, 18, from Abbey Wood, is 
studying Dance, ICT and Accounting 
at Plumstead Manor’s 6th Form Negus 
College. He and his fellow-student Kayo 
Wilson, 19, from Woolwich, are members 
of the Legendary Dance Company. 
Emeka told us: “There’s a good crowd 
here, and it’s great to see all the age 
groups watching the show together.” 

The two boys and their friends are now 
planning a fund-raiser next month for 
the victims of the Japanese earthquake. 
At the other end of the age scale, 89-year- 
old Doris Dowsett is impressed with 
what’s happening on the estate. The 
former Woolwich entrepreneur, who ran 
a family boutique in Hare Street, has

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Drawing a blank 

A group of artists has finally got to the bottom of painting 
mystery with real local pedigree. Pat Greenwood went 
along to see it at the group’s latest exhibition... 


# EVERY picture 
tells a story, or 
so they say. 

And this one 
certainly does. 
It’s the efforts of the a group 
of friends to get the pictures 
at a community centre 
restored to their former 
glory. 

For the third year running, 
Charlton House Art Project 
(CHART) is receiving support 
from a range of local painters 
for its ongoing campaign. 
They came together to 
exhibit examples of their 
own work at a weekend 
fund-raising exhibition in the 
Old Library at the Jacobean 
mansion in the heart of The 
Village. And CHART gets 10 
per cent of any pictures sold. 
Event organiser, Felicity 
Young, told Scene : “These 
are exciting times in 
Charlton. The CHART 
project is really underway. 
“2012 is a landmark year 
for Greenwich with Royal 
Borough status and the 
Olympics, and Charlton has 
the added interest of it being 
400 years since the building 
of Charlton House was 
completed.” 

GT got the story rolling three 
years ago by appealing for 
readers’ help to identify the 
artist of a large oil painting 
which the FoCH chose as 
their first one for restoration. 
After the publicity, Sarah 
Cove, an accredited paintings 
conservator, came forward to 
work on the mystery canvas. 
And now Charlton House 
friend Oona Chantrell has 
successfully led the detective 
work to identify the artist. 
Oona, whose husband 
Stephen exhibited work 
in the latest show, told us: 
“The mystery of who painted

- discovered in a locked 
cupboard in Charlton House 

- has finally been solved. 

“It shows the Old Hospital 
below the sweep of the park, 
with the Thames in the 
background.” 

Oona, from Westcombe 
Park added: “The Friends 
have identified the painter 
as Richard Elmore, a noted 
Victorian artist, born 1852, 
who specialised in landscapes 
featuring historic buildings, 
such as Windsor Castle.” 

She says the canvas, whose 
signature wasn’t readable, 
mystified even Bonhams, 
the leading auctioneers, 
who could only describe it 
as “English School, artist 
unknown” . 

Then the Friends were going 
through some boxes of old 
papers which included an 
inventory from 1935, listing 
the contents of the borough's 
Museum and Art Collection. 
Oona told us: “With the 
enthusiastic support of 
Julian Watson, ex-archivist 


of Greenwich Borough, I 
found a crucial entry stating: 
‘Painting of Greenwich Park 
Showing the Hospital (1891) 
by Richard Elmore’ . 

Further scrutiny revealed 
enough of the faint signature 
to prove a match.”

The painting’s restorer, Sarah 
Cove, is giving a lecture on 
June 24 at Charlton House on 
the theme: “A Tale of a Million 
Brushstrokes: the Conservation 
and Restoration of British 
Paintings, including Charlton 
House’s ‘A View of Greenwich’”. 
There will be a drinks reception 
beforehand. 

Later in the year, it’s hoped to 
re-hang the restored picture 
in the Minstrels’ Hall at the 
community centre, opposite the 
Mulberry tea-room.

The Eagle has landed 

Dick Morgan 


IT stands for elegance, power 
Jand freedom. It is the defining 
emblem of the United States 
^ of America and it has inspired 
countless generations of soldiers. 

The Eagle is the latest offering from 
Director Kevin “The Last King of 
Scotland", Macdonald, a fictional account 
of the true story of the disappearance of 
a Roman Legion in Britain in the second 
century AD. In 120AD, 5,000 Roman 
soldiers marched into a misty Caledonian 
glen and were never seen again. The 
loss of the Legion’s 5,000 men, but more 
importantly its standard, a golden eagle, 
brought shame on Rome, the Legion’s 
Commander and his family. Twenty years 
later, his son Marcus Aquila (Channing 
Tatum) takes a posting in Britain to 
retrieve the lost eagle and with it, his 
father’s honour. Macdonald resists the 
temptation to turn the movie into a battle 
or slaughter-fest, preferring instead 
to focus on the relationship between 
Marcus and Esca (Jamie "Billy Elliot” 

Bell), a young slave whose life Marcus 
saves. Initially born out of obligation, 
their relationship grudgingly blossoms 
from respect to admiration and ultimately 
friendship. Macdonald manages this 
relationship with sensitivity avoiding 
the pitfalls of Hollywood sentimentality, 
Esca’s silence often as powerful as his 
words. The chemistry between Bell 
and Tatum is laboured, both less than 
comfortable in their respective roles. 

Both are miscast and yet both do their 
best. Tatum’s softly spoken yet firm 
command is somehow appropriate, 
and Bell’s relentless but quiet sense of 
honour is powerful and compelling. The 
remaining cast plays second fiddle with 
Donald Sutherland’s pleasant little cameo 
as Tatum’s uncle unfortunately offset 
by Mark Strong’s soldier-gone-native’s 
bizarre American accent. The scenery 
is magnificent - mist spattered forests 
to cloud enshrouded mountains - and 
the photography even better. The film’s 
fascination is the clash of cultures, but 
surprisingly little is made of the inability 
of technologically superior invading forces 
to overwhelm notionally inferior but 
patriotic, local resistance. Sound familiar? 
Sadly, remarkably little appears to have 
changed in 2,000 years. 6/10

A GROUP of primary 
school children were so 
moved by the plight of 
the earthquake victims in 
Japan that they organised 
a sponsored climb to raise 
money for relief efforts. 
The earthquake and 
resulting tsunami left 
hundreds of thousands 
homeless last month, and 
the number of those who 
perished is estimated at 
over 10,000. 

The year 6 pupils from 
Nightingale primary in 
Plumstead took part at 
the Reach climbing wall 
in Charlton, scaling new 
heights and raising cash 
in the process. 

The final total has not 
been tallied up yet, but the 
students from the school 
on Bloomfield Road are 
hoping it will be in excess 
of £200. 

Eleven-year-old Sinead 
Scafe told GT: “We wanted 
the money to go to Japan 
because we knew they 
would need it after the 
earthquake. I hope that 
the money we raise goes 


towards new equipment 
to help the rescuers and 
to making sure that this 
can’t happen again.” 

And the climb has helped 
the pupils too, by building 
their confidence. 

Sinead added: “At first 
I was really scared, but 
now I’ve done it I feel 
much more confident - I’m 
really proud of myself.” 
The school is one of 
the first primaries 
to use the facility 
on Harrington Way. 
Nightingale’s 
deputy head, Roy 
Coleman said: 

“It’s been a good 
opportunity for 
those pupils who 
might not be so 
academically 
gifted - they’ve 
really shone. The 
class have really 
been encouraging 
one another. 

“It’s inspired me 
too - I’ve signed 
up for beginners 
classes,” he 
added.

They joined hundreds of students 
and lecturers from across the country 
protesting funding changes at a rally 
outside the Houses of Parliament, 
before they delivered a 20,000-signature 
petition. 

The Government’s Department for 
Business Innovation & Skills has said 
that in the current economic climate, 
difficult decisions about funding have 
had to be taken and further education 



must work with a more limited budget. 

The protest opposed proposed funding 
changes to English Language courses, 
which the college says will affect more 
than 600 English for Speakers of Other 
Languages (ESOL) students at GCC. 

The college principle Gary Chin 
said: “The proposed cuts will not only 
threaten local community integration 
but will also have an impact on students’ 
children’s education as they will not be 
equipped to help with homework and 
will also be reliant on their children 
translating for them.” 

The petition was handed over by a 
delegation that included the college’s 
Head of ESOL, Jennie Turner, and 
student Hermine Nkake from Plumstead. 

Hermine 23, who has been in the UK for 
a year since arriving from France, said: 
“Students cannot afford to pay for ESOL 
courses and this will stop them from 
integrating with society. 

“I study ESOL English at the college 
which has improved my reading and 
writing and now I am working in 
customer service.” 

Jennie added: “It has been a fantastic 
turnout from lecturers and students 
from across the country, which shows 
how strongly everyone feels.”

Foundation school heads' pledge to higher standards

THE Eltham Foundation School is laying the basis 
for a new era of secondary education in Middle 
Park Avenue. 

The school, formerly Eltham Green specialist sports 
college, is under the new leadership of executive head 
Chris Tomlinson and head of school George McMillan. 

New links with the University of Greenwich are 
already getting results in terms of extra tuition in school 
holidays and a mentoring scheme that’s spreading 
confidence and enthusiasm among students. 

Students themselves have been quick to welcome the 
changes that have taken place recently. 

Student Council member Arlinda, from Year 11, told 
GT: “Students are really pleased with all the changes in 
the school. I am now getting one to one tuition and it’s 
fantastic!” 

Fellow Student Council member Olayinka added: “The 
atmosphere for learning has really improved, lessons 
are more interesting and the headteachers really listen 
to students.” 

Chris Tomlinson took over in January after helping 
to make Chafford Hundred Campus in Essex the most 
improved school in the country in 2010. 

He said: “Things have already moved on and we are all 
very positive. What I’ve been really pleased with is the 
support from the local community. Staff are rising to 
the challenge and we want to be a good school in every 
category. 

“We’re working with Greenwich Council and I do think 
we will get the best results the school has ever achieved 
in Year 11, and if Ofsted came in now I’m sure they would 



recognise the improvements immediately.” 

He explained the theory behind the double act with 
Mr McMillan saying: “I’m still head at Chafford but we 
needed two of us here because we needed that level of 
leadership capacity - he is running the school day to day 
at the moment and doing a brilliant job.” 

Sport is the school’s specialism. “The local community 
love its sport in a wide range of areas” said Chris, “ so 
it continues to fit with the ethos of the community. We 
work with a lot of external organisations, including 
Charlton Athletic, so that’s great.” 


As an ex-professional footballer, it’s not surprising that 
Chris Tomlinson has a new dressing room-style motto 
for the The Eltham Foundation School - “Pride, Purpose 
and Pace”. 

He explained: “We want to instill more pride and 
purpose in the school and local community and we want 
to do it quickly. We’ll have a new curriculum and tutor 
system in September, making the school student-centred 
towards each individual, as well as more modern and 
innovative in its approach.” 

As a trust school, it has strong links with University 
of Greenwich staff who mentor students and help 
with extra tuition in Maths, English and Science in the 
holidays as well as inviting them to the university for 
organised activities. 

Chris said: “It’s great to be involved with the university 
and to raise students’ horizons. The university is also 
funding and running courses here for parents, including 
how to help their children with homework. 

“The university also has representation on the school’s 
governing body and their expertise and experience will 
be vital as we plan the direction of the school.” 

As well as the results and rewards, the new regime is 
strong on responsibilities as well as rights. 

Chris said: “The school will develop a far stricter 
approach to behaviour with a new policy in place, 
making school far more positive. . 

“The point is that students like you to be straight and 
so do their parents. We’ve got a parents’ council now 
and survey feedback from all stakeholders has been 
very positive. There’s already a more positive feel to the 
school.”

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Upstarts slap dawn 


Enough is enough for the pedigree chums 


Charlton 3 Leyton Orient 1. 

ONE after another, the tiny tots of 
League One have been lining up to 
take advantage of Charlton’s decline 
recently. 

The little so-and-sos have been perfectly 
beastly in kicking the Addicks while 
they’re down; not that you could blame 
them. 

In just the last couple of weeks, 
bumptious upstarts Dagenham, then 
perennial makeweights Rochdale, have 
helped themselves to victories like so 
many opportunistic Lilliputians, putting 
the boot in ruthlessly while their bigshot 
victims writhed helplessly in bonds of their 
own making. 

Surprise play-off contenders Leyton 
Orient were the latest underlings to fancy 


their chances of slapping Charlton 
down. Arriving at The Valley seven 
points and six league places ahead of 
their hosts, their lofty position actually 
made nominal underdogs of their hosts 
but the class system dies hard. The 
heartwarmingly bumper crowd awaiting 
them feared the worst but trusted that 
pedigree would assert itself. 

For 45 routinely one-sided minutes, 
Orient’s effortless superiority suggested 
that Charlton’s ruinous 11-game winless 
streak would be extended. Completely 
comfortable while playing the ball 
back and forward in neat passing 
triangles, the visitors dominated 
possession and were good value for 
the 16th minute lead given them by 
Scott McGleish’s simple tap-in at the 
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far post. Had McGleish made more of 
the chance created by Elliot Omozusi’s 
clever cutback, the East Londoners 
might have been out of sight by half- 
time but the admirable veteran half- 
volleyed wastefully over the bar. 

The visitors’ keeper Jamie Jones, 
meanwhile, was little more than an 
interested spectator. 

Sporadically booed as they headed for 
the interval dressing room, Charlton 
clearly had more than enough. Goaded 
beyond endurance by their own 
ineptitude and a visiting contingent 
which gleefully reminded them of it, 
they snapped back at their tormentors 
in the second period like an exasperated 
cartoon cat turning on a gang of cocky 
mice. Shortly after resumption, tireless 
Therry Racon crossed, Bradley Wright- 
Phillips shot crisply on the turn and 
Jones saved awkwardly. Pouncing on 
the rebound, Paul Benson equalised 
with his first goal since New Year’s Day 
and ninth of a stop-start season. Their 
confidence exposed as illusion, Orient 
fell apart. 

His peace shattered, Jones was 
suddenly busier than a one-armed 
fiddler. His brilliant adjustment to turn 
aside Dean Parrett’s swerving free kick, 
with Benson in his line of sight, kept 
the Os level but was bettered by the 
spectacular save he made to tip Racon’ s 
ferocious volley over the bar. Possibly 
the pressure told because Jones obliged 
with one of those inexplicable what- 
happened-next howlers to gift Charlton 
an out-of-the-blue lead on 73 minutes. 

Alertly beating Wright-Phillips to a 
wayward through pass, the big stopper 
paused while the striker dolefully 
retreated then, for reasons best kept 
to himself, threw the ball against the 
back of his head. A grateful recipient 


of scraps, Wright-Phillips turned to 
mercilessly tuck this one past Jones 
and Orient hadn’t so much shot 
themselves in the foot as blown one 
clean off. One of Jones’s to be precise. 

Charlton weren’t above a spot of panic 
themselves with Christian Dailly’s 
straining interception harshly ruled a 
deliberate pass back to Rob Elliot but a 
willing wall charged down the point blank 
free kick. Their mild anxiety was relieved 
by a clinching third goal from a rare source. 

Holding midfielder Jose Semedo was 
turning in one of his solid, no-frills 
contributions but stayed upheld in 
support of Racon’s partially cleared right 
wing corner. Perfectly placed at the far 
post, he rose to meet substitute Michael 
Stewart’s expertly judged cross, headed 
cleanly inside the left post, then set off 
on a spontaneous tour of the ground. His 
tumultuous reception paid tribute to one 
of The Valley’s own, a player after their 
own heart. 

There was still time for Orient to hit 
the bar twice in stoppage time but that’s 
Charlton for you - nothing is simple. This 
was one minnow, though, which received 
its comeuppance. There may be others. 
Let’s face it, it could be embarrassing to 
lose twice in the same season to the likes 
of Hartlepool and Rochdale. Cold or hot, 
revenge can be sweet. There’s some legs 
left yet in this depressing season.
